in Covent-Garden, 


| "<NHE Priſoner was conducted from Vew- 
 _ gateto Covent-Garden about ten of the: 


Clock in Morning, having pur off his 


Perriwig,he appeared with a {etled Coun- 


tenance, without the leaſt difſertion of Spirit, only 
frequently lifting up his Hands and Eyes to Heaven, 
and ſeeming ſecretly to pour forth fome hearty 
Ejaculations ; nor did his Countenance altcr ar the 
ſight of rhe Gibber, the approaches of the Execu- 
tioner, or any of rhe Circumſtances of this Ignomi- 
nious Death, but ſtanding up, and beholding the nu- 
merous Crowd that was flockt thither-to behold his 
Tragedy ; with an undaunted compoſed look, he 
fpake a- follows, being taken as exaftly as conld be 


from his Mouth, and therefore the Reader muſt ex--* 


cuſe the abruptnefs or defefts of the Stile, ſince he 
pretended not to the Gown but Sword : And tefies, 
this was not a time topractiſeRhetorick. © ws 
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of the World , I know Ihave but a very little time; 
I would not miſpend it ; "tis from God alone I can 
expe Mercy, and to him wholly. I defire todire& my 
thoughts, yet ſince ſomething will be expected, I 
. -muft. tel].you, that though K tuffer juſtly, yerT had 
no {uch- deſign of Blood. or premeditated intention 
'of Murder as ſome have reported: I confeſs I had 
Rage and Paſſion in my heart, a-kind of Malice you 
may call it, but it never reacht fo far as deſign to. 
take away his Life. I had a grudge agaioſt him, and. 
was prompt on by a crafty Fellow to be reveng'd'on 
.him, but not to-.kill him, God is my Witneſs , and 1 
do confels I. waited my opportumty, and following 
him out of the Roſe Tavern, - Iſtruck him over-the 
.Head with a ftick I had in-my hand ;- whereupon he 
drew upon me, and askt why T:would ſtrike when 
had a Sword. by my ſidg , at. which. retreating. back, 
Lberchought my ſelf that he would. think me a Cow- 
ard, if I did not engage him.; and ſo I drew, and; as [ 
thought, he.run hunſelf upon my.Sword. Perceiving I 
had ſorely wounded him,yet not imagining it mortal, 
for I did not ſee him fall, Iwas much-troubled, and 
pitting up my. Weapon. went away, and forthwith 
conveyed my felt into the Country, travelling threer 
{core Miles 10 the.ſpace of three Days, having an in- 
tention.to tranſport my ſelf beyond the Seas, hoping 
to have: got an.opportunity. of. paſſage with. ſome 


Souldiers, but afterwards. fearing I, might be diſco; _ 


vered amongſt them, and having not Money to carry 
me over in the Pacquet-Boat as firſt intended, be- 
ing perplexed with-a thouſand.tormenting thoughts, 
deſturute. of Money or. Friends, and. without . any

came: back again to Lendoy, where I was in the
